Che “Hib” Cemetery. i 


The “ Hib.,” as the Eoyal Hibernian 
Military School was called, still holds ‘a 
place in the affections of many of its past 
pupils.

Oyster Islands. 


A friend of mine asked me the other day 
if I had ever set foot on an island of oyster 
shells. Suspecting a catch, I answered 
only by an enigmatical glance, when he 
assured me that in the neighbourhood of 
Tanego, a once noted oyster locality in 


Sligo, he had been shown two islands. 
They were capable each of sustaining half 
a dozen bullocks, and owed their existence 
to the shells of the oyster. It appears 
that it had been the custom of the one- 
time owners of the adjacent property at 
low tide to dump the shells in the water. 
After a lapse of some time—and as a 
result, 
repasts—the heaps assumed considerable 
proportions. The owner was then inspired 
to give them a number of loads of soil as 
a top-dressing, and they soon became 
profitable to him and his successors. They 
can be reached dry-shod at low tide, when 
the cattle can be driven to or from them, 
but at high tide they are completely 
insulated.

After a reception in his honour held yester- 
day afternoon in Trinity College, blin, 
Professor Waterhouse delivered the second of 
his lectures dealing with the great German 
poet and statesman, Goéthe, in which he 
showed his audience how Goéthe, during his 
later years in Weimar, worked at high pres 
sure, his mind always busy with the affairs 
of State. In 1784 a feeling of ** staleness*~ 
began to overcome him, and a desire for> free- 
dom filled his being. The alliance between 
the Emperor Frederick the Great and the 
Archduke Karl-August, however, necessitated 
Goéthe’s presence in the State councils, and 
it was not until two years later that Goéthe 
was able to set out on the first holiday he 
had enjoyed for a long time. 

Rome was the city where Goéthe sought 
rest after his arduous years, and in that 
ancient city he revelled in the study of 
antiquities. A prolonged tour of Italy fol. 
lowed, and when, after a considerable lapse 
of time, Goéthe returned to Weimar. he wus 
welcomed as a most honoured citizen. Pro- 
fessor Waterhouse drew a rather pathetic 
figure of Gcáthe as age advanced, and one 
by one his friends and family. were taken 
from him by death, leaving him saddened

It was suggested that a Government which 
passed the Constitution (Amendment) Act 
wus pot normal, but that had nothing to do 
with the beating-up of prisoners.

ANOTHER TEST. 


To apply a further test: when Burke was 
released his friend, Andy O’Donoghoe called 
to see him, and Burke made no complaint to 
him, although he had no reason to be afraid 
of telling him. Later, wher Michael and 
Patrick Ford called, Burke, who had been 
in another room with Jennv Hynes, came out 
and told Patrick Ford that he had. been 
beaten. It was significant that he had net 
made this charge until he had had this 
private conversation with Jenny Hynes. 

Further reviewing the evidence, Mr. Finlav 
remarked that the inhabitants of Galwav 
must, if the allegations were true, be gifted 
with abnormal abdomens to withstand such 
abuse as they said was given them by the 
Guards without having to see a doctor on 
to get any medical attention whatever. The 
only probability that would be in keeping 
with the allegations was that they had .ome 
kind of rubber preparation instead of the 
ordinary human abdomen. 

On Kavanagh's evidence—this gentleman. 
said Mr. Finlay, had an abdomen which 
must be accounted extraordinary, even for 
Galway. According to himself he had been 
beaten and kicked all over the place. 

Counsel suggested that if these men had 
they alleged, and as 
grievously and seriously injured as they said 
they were, they would have had at least’ to 
go to a doctor, but not one of them did so 
or complained of injury to an internal organ. 


UNSUPPORTED ALLEGATIONS. 


Mr. Geoghegan, said counsel, had made 
one comment in support of his suggestion 
that these statements were obtained by force. 
It was ‘‘ How could these statements have 
been otherwise got?” The explanation, said 
Mr. Finlay, was quite simple. Kavanagh 
and Plower were brought into barracks and 
questioned as to certain parades that they 
had attended, and were told by the detectives 
that at these parades so-and-so, and so-and-so 
were also there. These men naturally thought 
that their confederates in the consiracy had 
given them away, and considering that 
Vetective McCann had stated that they were 
poor types for such a dangerous conspiracy, 
their natural reaction was to make the -state- 
ments to get themselves ont of trouble. 

In not one detail, said counsel, did the 
defendants advance evidence to support 
their allegations, or to substantiate the 
charges of cruel and savage beating of the 
prisoners; or against the Government of 
being part and parcel of the conspiracy by 
their policy. The beating of prisoners was 
not. he said, a matter of politics: neither 
was the administration of the law and 
justice. These things should be taken out 
of, and be placed above, politics, for the 
ventilation of which there were platforms 
at the general election. The allegations 
against the Guards and the Government were 
not proved. They could not be proved, 
because they were untrue The defendants 
during the trial had run away from the 
charges and the allegations n.:de, and tie? 
v. ole case, instead of modifying, had 
augravate:: their offence, and, consequently, 
demanded a severer punishment. i
